Our n chapter opens with a soal- 
emu charge in view of the judgment, 
and we are reminded of Kecies. xiv-vt 
xii, 14, “Know, thou that for all thexe 
things God will bring thee into juag- 
ment,” also of Matt. xil, 36, “Kvery 
idié word that men shall speak they 
shal) give account thereof in the day 
of judgment.” Let us remind our- 
selves: that “the Father judgeth no 
man,-but hath committed all judgment 
unto the Son, that all men should bon- 
or the Son even as they honor the Fa- 
ther” (John v, 22, 23). Bellevers who! 
have died and who are resting from 
their labors, along with all Hving tbe- 
lievers who shall be in a moment 
changed, shall appear for judgment at 
the judgment seat of Christ for betiev- 
ers only. Then there will be the judg: 
ment of living nations when He sbuil 
come with His saints to establish His 
kingdom, and a thousand years jater 
the judgment of the rest of the dead 
at the great white throne.

(i John iv, 17). Fitness to meet Him 
depends wholly upon His great and 
all sufficient sacritice for ns. But we 
will not be approved as His redeemed 
ones unless we bave run the race weil 
and been good soldiers of Jesus Christ. 
Our safety depends upon Him alone; 
our reward depends upom our faltbtni- 
ness, ‘he crown here spoken of—the 
crown of righteousness—was not for 
Paul only, but for all who love His 
appearing (verse 8. The crown of 
life is for patiently enduring. the 
crown incorruptibie for self denial, tbe 
crown of rejoicing for winning souis, 
the crown of glory for feeding the 
flock—four different lines of servive, 
Sut this one is for an attitude of seul 
in all our service. Many saved ones

London.—The election campaign is 
now in full swing, and many speeches 
are deliverdd. Lord Lansdowne at 
Plymouth defined the issue as being 
tariff. reform vs. the extinct budget 
and the two’ houses of parliament vs. 
a single chamber. 

Winston Churchill spoke at Preston 
and attacked Mr. Balfour savagely. 

The Liberal Unionist council, on 
Austin Chamberlain’s motion, passed 
a resolution of unqualified adherence 
to the policy of tariff reform. 

England has before ita month of 
bitterest political conflict. Mr. As- 
quith has declared no quarter will be’ 
asked, and none will given, and 
this is obvious enough already. Par- 
liament will be dissolved probably on 
Dec. 28 or 29, to enable the election 
to be fought on the new register, 
which comes into force on Jan, 1. 
-Already the country is being flood-: 
ed with red hot literature against 
dukes, and cartoons are holding the 
peers up to ridicule in a manner of 
old reform bill fights. 

At the luncheon of. the National 
Liberal club, Mr. Lloyd-George deliv- 
ered a fighting speech in which he ex- 

ressed confidence that although the 

udget had been buried it was assur- 
ed the certain hope of an early resur- 
rection. Attempts would be made, he 
ag to divert the minds of the people 
irrevalent questions, but the dom- 
inant question was that of the House 
of Lords and this would absorb all 
others. It was time for the Lords to 
be handled. firmly, the chance has ar- 
rived and for one, he would not re- 
main a member of the Liberal cabinet 
for an houryu he knew that the 
cabinet had pdwer\to carry its bills. 
Declaring that a majority of the 
Lords were in their places simply to 
prevent the passage of Radical meas- 
ures, he added that the greatest -of 
those in the upper house had been 
papoeed to the rejection of the holed 
bill, and even Lord Lansdowne, he be- 
lieved, would rather have passed the 
budget but he had been forced into 


| 


the position taken against his better 


judgment. The chancellor concluded: 

“With all the Lords’ cunning, their 
greed has overborne their craft, and 
we have got them at last.’

TALK ABOUT CANADIAN NAVY 


Mr. Borden Warns the Canadian Gov- 
‘ernment That They Should 
Hurry With Defence 

Montreal.—The annual dinner of the 
Montreal branch of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ association took place 
at the Windsor hotel. Mr. Wm. Cald- 
well occupied the chair. The chief 
speakers were Hon. L. P. Brodeur, Mr. 
R. L. Borden and Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy. The minister of marine advo- 
cated a navy far Canada claiming that 
smaller and less worthy countries than 
the Dominion had each their navy. 
Referring to Chile, the Argentine, Bra- 
zil and Norway and Sweden and other 
nations, he said: “We should build a 
navy to protect our trade routes and 
coast lines.”’ 

Mr. Borden declared that it was the 
general desire of Cafiada to stand by 
the empire, adding that his party wa 
on that side, ‘“Canada,’’ the leader o} 
the opposition said, ‘“‘should get busy 
and be ready for war; if war came it 
would be like a bolt from the blue. 
All haste should be made, as now was 
the time to prepare for any sudden 
emergency.” 

The president of the C..P. R. de- 
clared that the railway was both a 
manufacturer and consumer, and he 
compared this system of 3,000 miles in 
1886 with 10,000 miles of today. 
the old days, Sir Thomas said, the 
company had to become immigration 
agents, and they succeeded in getting 
many people to come to Canada. 
Still, he said, the great bulk of the 
population is east of the lakes, and 
this part of Canada must not be ne- 
glected. . 

Hon. Charles Devlin also spoke, and 
all the speakers received most gener- 
ous applause. ; 


Great Activity in Northern Railway 

Edmonton.—There is great activity 
along the right of way of the Alberta 
and Great Waterways railway location 
and clearing parties will be worked to 
the limit all winter. 

City auditor Richardson prepared 
the annual financial report of the city 
for the twelve months ending the 31st 
of October last. The report is very 
‘ gratifying in that it shows a surplus 
of $29,844 in the general fund, the 
total expenditure in which as $443,- 
682, compared with an estimated ex- 
penditure of $427,536. In the four de- 
partments of civic ‘atilities, the show- 
ing is not so good, the three, depend- 
ent on the power house, viz., the strect 
railway, the electric light and the 
waterworks, showing deficits. In the 
telephone department aldne there is 
a surplus. 


Says *Colonies Do Not Support Lords 


_ London.—The Earl of Crewe, wind- 
ing up the debate in the house of 
lords, asked what their lordships 
| thought their fellow citizens all over 
‘the Empire would think of what they 
were doing that night. Their action 
would ,be absolutely unintelligible to 
men of all parties in the self-govern- 
ing colonies of the crown. It was so 
alien to the spirit of their sonstitu- 
tions, and so foreign to theif univer- 
sal practice that if their lordships 
were right and the country condoned 
what they were doing, their fellow 
subjects would not look to the 
mother of parliaments, but they 
would ask if the citizens of the old 
country were altogether fitted for the 
exercise of responsible\ government.

Year's Consumption of Cigarettes

interesting figures regarding this in- 
dustry. ‘ 

During the past fiscal yedr 356,189,- 
380 cigarettes were manufactured in 
Canada, of which 29,477,000 were pro- 
duced in Ontario, and 326,712,000 in 
Quebec. There were 34,619 pounds of 
cigarettes imported during the same 
period which at an estimated weight 
of 2.8 pounds per 1,000 would repre- 
sent 12,363,000 cigarettes.

A Steel Canal.
